WASHINGTON, Aug. 9— 


<AP) — President Roosevel' 
toda}- nationalized the na- 
tion's store of silver and called 
for its delivery to the United 
States mints within 90 days 
at a price of 50.01 cents an 
ounce. 


The action was taken by execu- 


tive order under authority granted 
by congress in the silver purchase 
act passed last session. Secretary 
of the Treasury Morgenthau made 
public the order and an accom- 
panying presidential proclamation 
at a press conference. 


In taking over the silver, Mor- 


genthau told reporters the gov- 
ernment was exercising the right 
of eminent domain. 
"I am very much relieved that 


it's over," was the secretary's only 
comment on his announcement. 


The nationalization of silver fol- 


lowed by a little more than year 
somewhat similar action with re- 
gard to gold, although in the case 
of silver the government 7-;ll not 
withdraw coins from circulation. 


Kewly-mined 
silver, which 
is 


regularly being purchased at 64'-i 
cents an ounce under the presi- 
dent's proclamation of December 
21, 1933, is exempted from the or- 
der, and will be bought as here- 
tofore.

1934-35 will be 70 cents higher on 
>1,000 assessed valuation than they

;ion ordinance, which the 
city 


council Thursday noon authorized 
City Clerk Berg to prepare for of- 
ficial approval next Monday aft- 
ernoon. The levy will be 9.3 mills, 
compared to 8.6 mills for the pres- 
ent year. 


On the basis of 90 per cent of 


;he levy, the total tax to be raised 
will be $785,943. Of this $629,429 
will be for the operation of the 
several departments, the balance 
seing for those funds for which 
.evies are made outside of opera- 
;ion and maintenance. 


To Appropriate $1,003,000. 


The tax levy, increased by esti- 


mated receipts of $121,500, and bal- 
ances of $101,000 raises the total to 
be appropriated to $1,005,000, com- 
pared to $924,130 for the present 
year. The increase is caused by 
larger appropriations in the gen- 
eral fund, fire and police depart- 
ments, and salary fund. The heav- 
ier expense in the general fund 
is caused by two elections to be 
field next spring, plus the cost of 
the special election on August 14. 
The fire department is given $133,- 
900, where only $176,000 was appro- 
priated a year ago, and the police 
budgetr-hfts been .increased from 
$112,000 to $137,000.

suspended trading in silver futures 
on news of President" Roosevelt's or- 
der nationalizing the metal today. 
Just before the announcement of 


;he nationalization. Handy & Har- 
mon, leading bullion brokers, quot- 
d the spot price at 49% cents an 
ounce, up 1% cents from yesterday, 
and not far from the 50.01 cent lev- 
el at which the treasury will take 
over all of the metal other than 
ihat used in industry. 
Donald Marks, counsel for 
the 


commodity exchange, received offi- 
cial notice from Washington of the 
nationalization, and the officials of 
;he exchange promptly suspended 
trading. 
Marks expressed the 
opinion that the suspension would 
)e permanent, inasmuch as it was 
elt that the nationalization would 
mean the end of a free market for 
he metal in this country. 
It was estimated here that the 
;reasury would get about 100,000,- 
)00 ounces of the metal under the 
nationalization order. There is cur- 
rently some 45,000,000 ounces in U- 
;ensed depositaries of the commod- 
ty exchange in New York, and this 
was believed to be somewhat less 
ban half of the total.

OT—R. H. Willis, state 
Irrigation 


commissioner here, has been as- 
signed the task of studying 
the 


plans for trie huge earth dam for 
the Sutherland reservoir. 


Nebraska laws require approval 


by the state engineer of any earth 
dams built in the state. The plans 
were submitted for the Sutherland 
dam and now are being examined 
by Willis, who will make recom- 
mendations to A. T. Lobdell, act- 
ing state engineer. 


Lobdell has instructed Willis to 


meet him at North Platte August 
16, when bids are to fce opened 
for construction of the dam. Under 
the enabling act for public power 
and irrigation districts passed by 
the last legislature, the state en- 
gineer must supervise such lettings.

None Released From Reservoir For 


Irrigation Reaches Ncbra^ia,

KEARNEY, Neb., Aug. 9—<£>)—A 


bulletin just released by the state 
bureau of irrigation notes that wa- 
ter impounded in the Pathfinder 
reservoir has receded to 34,750 acre 
feet, the lowest point in history at 
this season of the year, according 
to local records available for com- 
parison.

The farm administration announced 
today approximately one-fifth 
of 


the initial corn-hog benefit pay- 
ments already has been paid out. 
Total payments, 
including those 


written August 7, were S24.232.300. 
Payments for Tuesday alone hit a 
new high for daily disbursement 
when 27,065 checks totalling $2,- 
275,928 were issued. 


Despite suspension of payments 


in Iowa, that state still leads in 
the total received, with payments 
totalling 
$6.345,139. 
Five 
other 


states, Missouri, Ohio, Minnesota, 
Nebraska and Indiana, all 
have 


topped the million dollar mark. 


Dr. A. G. Black, chief 
of the 


corn-hog section, said nearly 
30 


per cent of all contracts now have 
been mailed to Washington. State 
corn-hog boards of review, he said 
already have authorized approxi- 
mately three-fourths of all counties 
participating in the program 
to 


prepare contracts for final signa- 
ture. 


"Every effort is being made to 


hurry along the distribution

do strange things in the heat of a campaign. 


This reflection is inspired by the spectacle pre- 


sented in-.the democratic gubernatorial primary con- 
test. There are a number of able, intelligent, and or- 
dinarily fair-minded men seeking the nomination. 
After some of them have cooled off. they will be a 
trifle ashamed of some of the charges and some of 
the innuendoes directed against a rival for the same 
honor. 


There, for example, is John Rohn of Fremont. He's 


a pleasant man to meet. He gives an impression of 
strength, of stability, of commohsense, and of cheery 
wholesomeness that does one good. Mr. Rohn is a 
candidate for governor. The other day he sent a 
letter to Roy Cochran. one of his rivals, requesting 
Mr. Cochran to make his income tax returns over 
recent years public. We wonder how Mr.- Rohn would 
feel if the positions were reversed, and it was Mr- 
Cochran, who by slimy imputations, was seeking to 
put Mr. Rohn on the spot. It isnt like John to do a 
thing of that kind, and in the end, he'll be as much 
ashamed of it as any one. 


Then, others in the battle, either by agreement or 


independently, singled' out Mr. Cochran for the ludi- 
crous charge that he is a representative of the pow- 
er trust. Either those who say that are maliciously 
Ignorant or they are willing to go to any length as 
character assassins in order to win. 
Roy Cochran 


gave his support and assistance to the passage of S. 
F. 310 at the last legislative session, under the pro- 
visions of which the irrigation and power districts 
developed as PWA projects were prepared and pre- 
sented. He approved those districts as provided by 
the law, including the power development at Colum- 
bus and the combined power and irrigation develop- 
ment at Sutherland, the North and the Middle Loups,' 
the Tri-County, the Benkelman-Haigler-Arickaree, 
the Blue Creek, all of which contemplated the gen- 
eration of power. That was not the act of a man 
who is a tool of the power trust. It was the decision 
of a jnan anxious to see the state's resources devel- 
oped—to see farming made more secure. and. stable 
in this state. Now all of the men opposing Mr. 
Cochran know that. They know what the record re- 
veals. They know that the charge is unfounded, vi- 


lators, but that the corn Is by'reason of federal as- 
sistance still in the hands of the producers. In fact 
this is the case to a very large extent with other 
classes of feeds, this being probsbly the first time In 
history that the real producer has been In position to 
benefit by an emergency such as the one now con- 
fronting the country. 


Had the administration not Inaugurated Its corn 


loan protjrpm, there can be no doubt that most oJ the 
corn In the country would by now have been in the . 
hands of speculators, who would have held it until 
unconscionable profits would have been realized, Just 
as they have done in such emergencies In the past. 
Now. however, if the bulk of it is in the hands of the 
farmers who grew it, it is but fair that they should 
realize all of the profit that conscience will permit. 
They have suffered plenty of loss in the years that 
have passed. 


It is of the utmost importance, however, that the 


livestock of the state and nation be preserved, and 
this is especially true of the dairy herds and breed- 
ing stock, and some means should and must be found 
for providing the owners with feed at prices that are 
not prohibitive. Perhaps the plan suggested by the 
Howard county group is too drastic, but if it is found 
to be so, some other should be formulated that will 
make it possible to continue the production of live- 
stock in Nebraska without serious interruption. 


CHANGE THE ASSESSMENT DATE. 


ONCE again the oppressive side of Nebraska's as- 


sessment system, as it bears down especially up- 


on the state's chief industry—agriculture—• is exem- 
plified in the summary just given out by the state 
tax commissioner's office showing an average valua- 
tion of $18.39 on cattle of all breeds, ages, and con- 
ditions, with a high rating of $24.S8 in one county 
anc} a low of $14.82 in another to mark the extremes. 


There is no doubt that on April 1, last, when the 


assessors made their estimates of the taxable worth 
of cattle, these were fairly conservative figures and 
did the farms of Nebraska no injustice. But the 
drouth has changed the situation completely so that 
they no longer represent actual values. 


Nevertheless, each. farmer, feeder, and ranchman 


in the state is charged with taxes on the basis of the 
assessments returned f6ur months ago. The taxes 
were fixed at the start of the season when the state 
had an abundance of feed on hand and was expected 
to produce vast additional quantities 
of livestock

clous, deplorable, and that it is circulated solely for 
the purpose of appealing to those who do not give 
close attention to state affairs, 
ignorance and to prejudice. 


It is an appeal to 


market. Then came the drouth which has utterly 
blasted the expectations of producers 
and 
forced 


many of them to sell their stock at greatly depreciat- 
ed prices. For thousands of these unfortunate Peo- 
ple, their means of future income has thus been tak- 
en away, besides suffering immediate 
losses on a 


huge scale. 


It is manifestly unjust that citizens whose prop- 


erty holdings have thus been dissipated through no 
fault of their own should be compelled to pay taxes 
on what the property was 'worth before the drouth 
devastation occurred. But so long as the date of 
assessment remains on April 1, the same thing might 
happen again in any year of misfortune to agricul- 
tural producers. 


The next legislature should see that this Injustice 


is corrected. It can do so by either advancing the 
time of assessment to January 1, which would mean 
basing it on the returns of the preceding season, or 
delaying it until August 1 or September 1 when the 
new crops would either be harvested or assured, or 
the fact of a general failure be known. Assessors 
could then make an intelligent appraisal in accord- 
ance with the actual conditions and the taxoaying 
ability of farmers. 
'

The revolutionists who overthrew 
the Stuart dynasty were notably re- 
ligious. "Liberty, equality, frater- 
nity" was the creed of the French 
upheaval at the close of the eigh- 
teenth century. Despite a leaning 
toward deism in some leaders of our 
great movement of 1776 its rank and 
file were decidedly favorable to re- 
igi.on. Churchmen of various de- 
nominations played a considerable 
part in securing our national free- 
dom. 


When the the great revolutions in 
Russia, Italy and Germany are 
closely studied, it is evident that 
iome kind of religion is involved i-n 
-hem. all. The decadent church in 
lussia had prostituted itself to a 
.yrannical state. Hence the rage of 
bolshevism against it. But this does 
lot necessarily mean that the bol- 
ihevists are opposed to self-sacrifice, 
or to the redemptive ideal, or to 
utter devotion. These are spiritual 
orces which Judaism and Chris- 
iaoity alike indorse. They may be 
ledicated to the wrong objectives 
and productive of gross abuses, even 
so the essence of religion is in them. 
Italian fascism and German Hit- 
erisrn have exalted racial pride and 
nationalistic supremacy to the rank 
)f divinities. I should say that ia

CHART SHOWS VARIATIONS IN 


SUM OF POLLEN IN AIR. 


There are men all over the coun- 


try who have exposed dishes of 
gelatin for a certain length of time 
in the open air every day through 
the year. Upon 
this gelatin there 
alight the little 
pollen grains of 
various plants. 
It is possible to 
calculate in this 
way the approx- 
imate concen- 
tration of pollen 
per cubic yard 
of air. 


If you follow 
such a chart 
through the 
months of Au- 
gust and Sep- 
tember, you will 
find that tne 
total amount of pollen begins to 
rise about the 14th of August. In 
different years the chart shows some 
variation, but usually on the 24th or 
25th of August the concentration of 
pollen is at its highest. 


It stays that way for several days. 
Then it drops rather sharply, but is 
still nigh, until about the 15th of, 
September, when it reaches a fairly ] 
low level due to the autumn rains. 
There is still some pollen in the air. j £ 
however, until about the 25th of 
September or 1st of October, or 


period corresponds to the hay fever 
season. 


The increase in the pollen con- 


tent of the air is due to the hay 


'Pollens per cubic yard of air 


fever producing plants. These are 
mostly plants of the ragweed fam- 
ily hi the United States. 
The value of these charts to the 
hay fever victim is to show the time 
when he should take his vacation. 
If the hay feverite has a job and 
can take only a short vacation, he 
should plan to do so beginning about 
the 24th of August and staying as 
far into September as he can. In 
this way. he will avoid tbe worst of 
the pollen concentration. The first 
ten days in August arc not so bad.

The reduced rates were then extend- 
ed from May 1 to September 1 and 
the roads have now received permis- 
sion from the interstate commerce 
commission to extend them a year.

The reduced 
schedules provided a rate of 2 cents 
per mile m chair cars and slightly 
higher rates for Pullman travel.
